Predeftination We have been upon, in which 
J woud have . you, Country-man, to be 
well Grounded, and therefore muft Exa- 
min you a little upon it. Thefe Predefis- 
narians’ placing all upon the Eternal De- 
crees of Election and Reprobation, allow not 
of Univerfal Redemption, or that. Chrift Dy’d 
for All. Becaufe, fay they, if Chrif# Dy’d 
for the Reprobate, it was totally in vain, and 
the End of his Suferings muft be Fruftrated 
as to them. Befides that he cou’d not In- 
tend or Defign to Save thofe whom God had 
Reprobated by an Eternal Decree. Now let 
me fee what you have to fay to this. 

Conntry-man. As to Eternal Decrees, enough 
has been faid to that already, That ther is 
no Arguing from it, being only words ad 
Captum, and therefere not to be Strickly and 
Properly taken. So J difmifs that Point. 

But now as to Univerfal Redemption, the 
Scripture is Plain, which fays, That Chrif 
Died for Al. And wowd have None to 
Perifh, but All to Come to the knowlege of 
the Truth, And as in Adam all Dye, even 
fo in Chrift fhall all be made Alive, And 
many other fuch like Texts. 

But all are not made Al:ve, that 
is, in Chrift, fo as to be Saved, for many 
Perifh. é

will not Comeout. Which is.the very Con- 
demnation our Saviour {poke of whew he faid, 
that Light was come into the World, but Men 
loved Darknefs rather than the Light, becaufe 
their Deeds were Evil. The Light was offer’d 
to All. But fome lowd Darknefs better. It 
is faid that Life and Death are fet before 
Us, yet fome chufe Death. A Habit of Sin 
contracts a Love to it, that we are Loath 
to Leave it. 

The application is this: The Debr of 
thofe Prifoners who ftay’d in the Prifon was 
Pay’d as well as of thofe who came 
out. And as the Releafe of the one is 
wholly owing to him who Pay’d the Debt; 
fo the Condemnation of the other, lies whol- 
ly at his own Door, becaufe he wou’d not 
Accept of his Liberty. Something was left 
to the Prifoners to do, to Chufe whether they 
wou'd Come out, or Stay in. God will not 
Save us againft our Wid, This fhews Frees 
Will, But ther is no AéZrit in Us, when we 
Accept of His Salvation. We pay not a 
Penny of the Debt, He pays it all: And 
all the Thanks and the Glory is to Him. 

But if He did not Pay my. Debt, how 
con’d I be Blam’d for ftaying in the Pri- 
fon, when my Debe lay ftill upon me, that 
I con’d not get out? How coud I be 
Call’d Ungrateful to Him who Pay’d to- 
thing for me, nor ever did Defign it? 
And how can Wicked Men be Blam’d for 
Trampling under foot the Blood-of the 
Son of God, for Defpifing and Refifting His 
Grace, if He fhed no Blood for them, nor 
ever gave them any faving Grace?

(3.) Rebearf. I defire Dr. Edwards to 
Anfwer this. But this brings me to an- 
other Point which follows in the Train 
of Confequences of thefe Mens Notion of 
Predeftination. For from the Eternal De- 
crees, as they put it, they infer that ther 
can be no Falling from Grace, becaufe 
this might Defeat the Decree. And there- 
fote that Men cannot finally Refi? this 
Grace, or Fall from it. 

This minds me of a Remarkable Paflage 
told by Dr. Bates, who wrote the Elen- 
chus Motuum Nuperorum in Anglia He as 
a Phyfician was call’d upon to Affift that 
Night that Oliver prov’d a true Deliverer 
of his Country. The Proteftor was in 
Great Agonies of Mind, often Started, and 
ask’d them if they faw any thing? At 
length he Call’d for his Chaplains. And 
the firft Queftion he ask’d them was, if 
there was any falling from Grace? To which 
being Anfwer’d in the Negative, thes, faid 
he, J am fase. For he fuppos’d that fome 
time or other in his Life he might have 
had a little Grace. And then his Ufurpa- 
tion, with the Adurder of the King, and 
Devaftation of three Kingdoms, befides much 
Blood fhed Abroad, and the overthrow of 
the Eftablifh’d Church, cowd do him no 
Hurt! This is a Shore way of Quieting 
Confcience! And to Lull Men Afleep in 
their Sins! Thus poor Souls are Deluded 
by thefe Doétrins of Decrees! 


(4.) In Confequence of which it is a 
Maxim with them, that God fees no Sin in 
bis Eles&. Which is indeed, That the 
Ele& cannot Sin. They fay that Davsd 
was nothing out of God’s Favour while 
he Continu’d ia his Siz, more than before 
he Committed it, or after he Repented. 

Nay fome of them have wrote Exprefly 
againit Repentance, as being 2 Derogation 
from the Decrees of God, and fuppofing 
them to be Conditional. 

Whence others have likewife fpoke a- 
gainft Good-Works. What! Do we think 
that any thing we can Do, can Reverfe 
or Alter the Decrees of God? 

And as they think the Ele cannot Sin, 
fo they fay that others can-do nothing 
elfe but Sin. Thus the fame Adétions are 
Sin in one, and Psety in another. As the 
Poet {aid, 


The Saints may do the fame things by 
The Spirit in Sincerity, 

Which other Men are Tempted to, 
And at the Devils inftance do: 

All Piety confifts therein 

In them, ia other Men all Sin.
